The applicant argued that Walker's device 38 had to be loaded on the printing portion 12 in order to be able to communicate with the 
device 42. The examiner disagrees with the applicant's assertion because Walker teaches that as long as the linking device 38 is located 
within the capture region or read range 74 with the proper orientation, the communication takes place. As a result, based on such teaching 
itself (column 8, lines 1-6), one of ordinary skill in the art understands that the linking device 38 can be located any where within the 
capture region 74 (FIG. 5) as long as the orientation is proper. In addition, Walker does not teach wherein the linking device 38 has to be 
loaded on the printing portion in order to be positioned in a proper orientation. 

Furthermore, also based on the above teaching, one of ordinary skill in the art can understand that as long as the linking device 38 moves 
in the recapture region with a proper orientation, it still be able to exchange information with the linking device 42. One of ordinary skill in 
the art, therefore, have been motivated to replace Arthur's magnetic linking transformer by Walker's radio linking system. 
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
